good roads becomes loudar, baoausa 
the same spirit that brings about the 
improvement of individual property, 
and demands greater comforts and 
more conveniences at home, will soon> 
ar or later lead the people who culti- 
vate it to a desire for public improve- 
ments, and at tha head of this list 
stands our public roads. Caldwell

Its par- 
ents are Mr. and Mrs. I'apilio Cres- 
phontcs of tho order Lopidoptera, fam- 
ily PapiliouidoD, and are the largest and 
most lieantlful bntterfliee fooad la the 
latitude of Miaaonri. The fnll grown 
inaeot of tbia apeoies will not touch the 
leavea of either of tlie trees mentioned 
above, bnt on them it depoeitseggib and 
when theao batob the anbataqpe of the 
leavee tamiab the proper food for the 
larvm. Are wa to infer Atom tbia onri- 
ous habit tbat tha ftaMle batterfly of 
this speciee remamben her early ezkt- 
aaoe^ and from tbat afgiMa that piiokly 
aah and orange leavea are tha proper 
food for her yonag, or are we to aay 
that "iBOtiBOt" fBidea her to a proper 
aeleotloa of food for bar progeayf la it 
Bot a fact that we attrlbnto thinga to 
"inatlnot" becanae wo are ignorant— 
tbat ia to aay, because we do not know 
where "instinct" leavea off and reoaon 
beglnaf— Sfe Lonia Repnblio.

advisos that a doj^assion be made in 
tlie solo of the Khoe jnst beneath the 
fourth top, so that there shall be no 
prossuro from any direction. This worka 
well in Bomo ca.scy, tut in otben tbe 
surgical renu.ly in ilie only 
one.— New Viik Ledger.
